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Bringing fresh hope to 
our struggling market

FOOD festivals, trading for £10 and 
stalls for young people are just a few 
ideas to combat the “Catch-22 situ¬ 
ation” crippling the town’s market. 

Sharon Fairweather has been ap¬ 
pointed as the new market devel¬ 
opment officer for West Suffolk and 
hopes to turn Newmarket’s market 
into a visitor attraction. 

Miss Fairweather, who worked as 
a tourism development officer for 
St Edmundsbury Borough Council, 
told the News : “St Edmundsbury is 
really trying to invest in their mar¬ 
kets in West Suffolk and promote 
them more as they realise how im¬ 
portant they are to both the com¬ 
munity and visitors. 

“In Newmarket we are in a 
Catch-22 situation at the moment 
as you are not going to get traders 
in if you do not have the footfall. 

“But then people will not come to 
shop if there are no stalls.” 

Miss Fairweather has worked on 
the successful Christmas Market in 
Bury St Edmunds but said different 
tactics work in different towns. 

She said: “You can’t just roll out 
what we have done before and ex¬ 
pect it to work in different places. 

“In the short term we are going to 


work with what we have got. I know 
there has been some trouble over 
where the market should be located 
but it is still very close to The Guin¬ 
eas shopping centre. 

“The footfall there is so close, 
we just need to get people to come 
around the corner.” 

Miss Fairweather said she was 
optimistic about the future and 
said the market could offer some¬ 
thing online shopping could not. 


“We are planning to offer some 
really great incentives to get people 
onto the market. 

“I think there is definitely a place 
for markets as people can shop on¬ 
line but this is a way to get them 
into the town centre. It becomes a 
visitor attraction.” 

One idea is to encourage young 
entrepreneurs through schools and 
organisations like the Prince’s Trust. 

Another plan is ‘Trade for a Ten¬

ner’ where new stallholders can try 
out the market for a day at a low 
cost. 

She said: “There are lots of peo¬ 
ple out there who might have never 
thought of working on a market, 
like mums who are looking to go 
back to work or people who want to 
do something part time.” 

Other ideas range from com¬ 
munity events and loyalty cards to 
street food festivals. 

Trader Andy Neal, who runs a 
mobility stall, said: “This is the 


most positive thing to happen to 
the market for years. 

“Before the council kept quiet 
and did nothing but now they have 
made this appointment they are 
actually taking some action - which 
has got to be good. Anything that is 
going to bring attention, awareness 
and raise the profile of the market is 
going to be great.” 

Newmarket will also take part in 
Love Your Local Market campaign 
in May when various events will 
take place to promote the market.

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Now inquiry is to be held 
into supermarket refusal

A LONG running supermar¬ 
ket saga continues to rumble 
on as planning chiefs set a 
date for a public inquiry into 
the decision to turn down a 
superstore at the top of the 
High Street. 

Planning permission was 
granted in May last year for 
an expanded Tesco store in 
Fordham Road and a Morri¬ 
sons in Exning Road but pro¬ 
posals for a Sainsburys on 
the George Lambton Play¬ 
ing Fields and Unex group’s 
proposal for an Asda in High 
Street were refused by plan¬ 
ning chiefs at Forest Heath 
District Council (FHDC). 

The unsuccessful appli¬ 
cants both launched appeals 
in July but Sainsbury’s with¬ 
drew its appeal after the Gov¬ 
ernment’s National Planning 
Casework Unit (NPCU) de¬ 
cided not to call in the Tesco 
and Morrisons decisions. 

However Unex has con¬ 
tinued with its complaint 
against the refusal and a 
public inquiry will be held 
on February 25 which is ex¬ 
pected to last four days. 

The proposal is for a 
3,716sq m food store with 
new retail units, a cafe and 
restaurant, an art gallery and 
a petrol station, along with 
associated parking. 

FHDC development con¬ 
trol committee originally re¬ 
fused the application on the 
grounds that it was contrary 
to heritage concerns and the 
district’s horseracing policy, 
which forbids development 
on land historically associ¬ 
ated with horseracing. 

But a statement for appel¬ 
lant Bill Gredley said: “The 
site has not been used for 
racehorse training purposes 
in a generation.” 

It said the “long vacant 



and dilapidated” nature of 
the site meant the proposals 
would be beneficial for the 
town as it was returning the 
site to proper use. 

The statement added: 
“The development will not 
result in a significant ad¬ 
verse impact on the town 
centre’s overall vitality and 
viability, but indeed will 
enhance it by clawing 
back leakage of ex¬ 
penditure to out of 
centre facilities.” 

However New¬ 
market Town 
Council’s planning 
committee voted to 
uphold its original 
objections from April 
2013 at a meeting on Mon¬ 
day. 

Isabelle Barrett, Newmar¬ 
ket town clerk, said: “The 
Committee objected on the 
grounds that it contravened 
the Horseracing Policy, the 
adverse affect on a residen¬ 



tial street and a primary 
school from delivery lor¬ 
ries and lorries crossing the 
horse walk.” 

A number of residents 
have written to the district 
council to express their con¬ 
cerns about the proposals. 

Linda Rutter, of Black Bear 
Lane, said: “The increased 
traffic will be a danger 
to children attending 
Houldsworth Valley 
Primary school. 

“I do not want a 
24 hour supermar¬ 
ket so close to my 
home and I’m sure 
many of my neigh¬ 
bours feel the same.” 
Barton Willmore, 
writing on behalf of Wait- 
rose, said the store was ob¬ 
jecting to the plans on “cu¬ 
mulative impact grounds” 
that allowing three or more 
supermarkets in Newmarket 
would have a significant im¬ 
pact upon the town. 


And Shelagh Kavanagh, of 
High Street, said: “If the rac¬ 
ing heritage of the town is 
upheld and the building and 
sites that have been in unbro¬ 
ken use since the time of King 
James remain, the World Her¬ 
itage bid will attract funding 
and create high-status jobs

and attract even more visitors 
to the town. 

“A branch of ASDA will not 
achieve this.” 

The public inquiry will be¬ 
gin at 10am on February 25 at 
the FHDC offices, which is in 
College Heath Road, Milden- 
hall. 


New store 
set to open 
its doors 

A NEW supermarket is set to 
open in Soham. 

Asda will open its doors at 
the site of Budgens, in Clay 
Street. No date has been 
given for the opening but a 
7,000sq ft store will open in 
the "very near future". 

Philip Bartram, senior 
property communications 
manager at ASDA, said: 

"We are delighted to be 
on the verge of coming to 
Soham, with the potential 
to bring the renowned Asda 
offer to the town's shoppers 
while securing and creating 
local jobs. James Craven's 
Budgens has served the 
community well for many 
years but this deal suits both 
parties at this time and it 
is our intention to further 
build on the crucial role the 
store on Clay Street plays in 
the local community." 

Employees will keep their 
jobs and more jobs will be 
created. 

Jonathan James, of the 
James Graven group, said 
he was grateful for support 
from customers. 

He said: "The need for a 
major supermarket operator 
in Soham has been talked 
about for some time locally 
so the decision to let ASDA 
operate our town centre 
store will be the start of a

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Poignant memorial held 
for airmen killed in crash

THOUSANDS of family, 
friends and military person¬ 
nel gathered at RAF Laken- 
heath to pay tribute to four 
airmen killed in a helicopter 
crash in North Norfolk. 

Capt Sean Ruane, Capt 
Christopher Stover, Tech 
Sgt Dale Mathews and Staff 
Sgt Afton Ponce, of the 56th 
Rescue Squadron, died 
when their HH-60G Pave 
Hawk helicopter crashed 
in marshland at Cley-next- 
the-sea while performing a 
low-level training mission 
on January 7. 

More than 2,000 people 
attended a memorial ser¬ 
vice at the United States Air 
Force (USAF) base on Friday 
to honour the air crew who 
“made our world a better 
place”. 

Col Kyle Robinson, 48th 
Fighter Wing commander, 
said: “We seek to find mean¬ 
ing in their sacrifice. 

“These Airmen go any¬ 
where, anytime, under fire. 

“They never sought out 
the spotlight. They are the 
quiet professionals. 

“But this time, tragically, 
while performing that mis¬ 
sion, they were killed. 

“The things that they do 
are so that others can live.” 

He ended the speech with 
quotes from the Airman’s 
Creed, specifically citing one 
of the last lines: “I will never 
leave an Airman behind.” 

Col Robinson said: “I will 



never ever say the Airman’s 
Creed again without think¬ 
ing of the crew of Jolly 22. 

“They were wingmen to all 
of us, warriors to many, they 
never left anyone behind, 
they never faltered, and they 
never failed. 

“In short, they made our 
world a better place.” 

Lt Col Jared Herbert, 56th 
Rescue Squadron com¬ 
mander, presented medals 
to the families of the fallen 
airmen, to recognise their 
distinguished accomplish¬ 
ments and exemplary mili¬ 
tary service. 

He shared personal stories 
about each of the fallen air¬ 
men and then retired the call 
sign of the helicopter, Jolly

Work starts on 
heritage centre

WORK has begun on a multi¬ 
million pound racing herit¬ 
age centre in Newmarket. 

Construction started on 
Monday on the National Her¬ 
itage Centre for Horseracing 
and Sporting Art, which will 
be based in the historic Pal¬ 
ace House, the oldest surviv¬ 
ing part of King Charles II’s 
palace in Newmarket. 

The £15 million heritage 
centre will see the National 
Horseracing Museum and 
British Sporting Art Trust 
move from their present lo¬ 
cation in High Street to the 
Palace House site and is ex¬ 
pected to attract more than 
40,000 visitors a year. 

There will also be the 
space for the first time to 
accommodate horses from 
the Retraining of Racehorses 
charity at the five-acre site, 
which includes the derelict 
Palace House Stables. 

Peter Jensen, chairman 
of the Home of Horseracing 
Trust said: “A huge amount of 
work has already taken place 
to get us to this point and af¬ 
ter eight years of fundraising 
it is wonderful that we are 
now on our way. 



“This is the first part of 
the story - the actual build¬ 
ing work will take a year and 
then following the installa¬ 
tion of specialist exhibitions 
and displays the museum 
will be moving over 8,000 ob¬ 
jects from its present home 
to the new site. 

He added: “It is so exciting 
now to be out of the starting 
gate.” 

The heritage centre is ex¬ 
pected to be completed by 
the end of 2015; opening to 
the public in spring 2016. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, Forest 
Heath Cabinet member for 
Health, Leisure and Culture, 
said: “The National Herit¬ 
age Centre has gone from a 
dream to a drawing and then 
full-scale project - it can only

have got so far thanks to ter¬ 
rific support from a huge 
range of people and organi¬ 
sations who all recognise the 
importance of Newmarket as 
the international centre for 
horseracing.” 

The project will cost £15 
million and more than £8 
million has been raised from 
private donations and the 
remaining funds have been 
given by the Heritage Lottery 
Fund, Forest Heath District 
Council and Suffolk County 
Council. 

Forest Heath District 
Council rescued Palace 
House by buying the site in 
1992 after establishing that 
its special architectural and 
historic interest needed pre¬ 
serving.

Police also cautioned 
a 21-year-old man from 
Mildenhall for posses¬ 
sion of cannabis. 

Det Chief Insp Bernie 
Morgan said: “These 
days of action are as 
much about crime re¬ 
duction and prevention 
as they are about war¬ 
rants and arrests. 

“Burglary is an oppor¬ 
tunist crime so if resi¬ 
dents take simple steps 
to ensure that their prop¬ 


erty is secure then we can 
limit those opportunities 
and reduce the number 
of people who become 
victims.” 

In Mildenhall, New¬ 
market and Lakenheath 
officers were on patrol 
with cuddly mascot 
‘Badsey Wolf ’ looking out 
for vehicle and property 
insecurities. 

A total of 24 insecuri¬ 
ties were found, includ¬ 
ing the front door of one 
house, eight garages and 
15 vehicles. 

The majority of the 
home and vehicle own¬ 
ers were then made 
aware and proceeded to 


secure their property. 

Det Chief Insp Mor¬ 
gan added: “Further Op¬ 
eration Drawbridge days 
of action will continue 
throughout 2014 so those

Sports 
funding 
given to 
the county 

THOUSANDS of pounds in 
funding for sport has been 
awarded to Suffolk. 

Sport England handed 
over £300,000 to Suffolk 
County Council, aimed at 
supporting initiatives to 
increase participation in 
sport and physical activity. 

It is hoped that the Com¬ 
munity Sport Activation 
Fund grant will support 
the county’s ambition to 
become the most active in 
England. 

Cllr Alan Murray, cabi¬ 
net member for health and 
adult care, said: “With Suf¬ 
folk’s ambition to become 
the most active county in 
England we’re regularly 
looking at new and innova¬ 
tive ways of encouraging a 
wide range of people to be 
active, whatever their age 
or background. 

“This funding will allow 
us to improve on, and ex¬ 
tend current successful ini¬ 
tiatives, as well as increase 
sporting opportunities for 
a range of different people. 

“Our focus is especially 
on assisting those who are 
currently inactive.” 

The money will not only 
be spent on increasing 
sporting opportunities, 
but on creating four more 
park runs across Suffolk, 
extending a swimming pro¬ 
gramme to older people 
and sustaining cycle par¬ 
ticipation. Opportunities 
for disabled people will be 
increased, and more volun¬ 
teers will be recruited. 

Activities will be deliv¬ 
ered over a three year pe¬ 
riod and involve around 
11,000 Suffolk people in 
sport and physical activity.

Man attacked

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Tragic house 
fire victim 


started blaze

A WOMAN’S death in a fire 
she had started herself may 
have been the unexpected 
result of “a cry for help”, an 
inquest has heard. 

Anne Guinle, 51, refused 
her husband’s desperate 
pleas to leave their home in 
Gazeley Road, Kentford, as 
smoke and flames engulfed 
the building. 

An inquest at Bury St Ed¬ 
munds on Wednesday heard 
how staff from the nearby 
Fothergill’s Seeds used fire 
extinguishers to get inside 
but were beaten back by 
dense smoke and heat. 

Mrs Guinle’s husband 
Tony said she had set fire to 
a pile of clothes in her bed¬ 
room on February 8, 2013, 
and when he returned with 
water from the kitchen, a 
mattress was begining to be 
engulfed in flames. 

Firefighters got the blaze 
under control quickly - but 
the property was gutted. 

The inquest heard that Mr 
Guinle, a managing director, 
had to be treated for smoke 
inhalation and burns after 
escaping when his efforts to 
bring his wife to safety had 
failed. 

Outside he told Fothergill’s 
staff: “She won’t leave until 
the fire brigade arrive.” 

An engineer from the fac¬ 
tory forced open a door and 
a window but no-one could 
get in to rescue Mrs Guinle 
because of dense smoke and 
intense heat. 

Her body was identified 
using dental records. 

Police said there had been 
no suspicious circumstances 
and the fire was not due to 
an electrical fault, said Suf¬

folk Coroner Dr Peter Dean. 

A post mortem conducted 
by Home Office pathologist 
Dr Benjamin Swift showed 
the death had been due to 
the inhalation of fumes. 

Dr Dean said medical re¬ 
cords indicated Mrs Guinle 
was being treated by mental 
health professionals at the 
time of her death and had 
appeared to have previously 
taken an overdose of pills 
and swallowed weedkiller 
with the intention of being 
admitted to hospital. 

The inquest heard Mrs 
Guinle had suffered from an 
anxiety disorder and post 
traumatic stress after she 
had been a passenger on a 
bus that was hit by another 
vehicle three and a half years 
earlier. 

Recording a narrative ver¬ 
dict that Mrs Guinle died 
as a result of a fire, Dr Dean 



said he could not be certain 
she had intended the conse¬ 
quences of her actions. 

Dr Dean said: “This may 
have been an accidental out¬ 
come to a cry for help that 
had tragically gone wrong. 

“It is clear that her hus¬ 
band did what he could in 
these very difficult circum¬ 
stances to get her out of the 
premises.” 

Although Mrs Guinle was 
receiving support, her ac¬ 
tions on that day could not 
have been forseen, he said.

FEVERED speculation has 
begun into the future suc¬ 
cess of the first foal of the 
iconic racehorse Frankel. 

The bay colt was born on 
Saturday, January 11, and 
bookmakers have already 
started placing bets on him 
emulating his father’s un¬ 
precedented success on the 
track. 

William Hill have quoted 
punters with 50/1 odds on 
the foal winning the 2,000 
Guineas at Newmarket in 
2017 and 66/1 to land the 
Derby at Epsom in the same 
year. 

The firm has also offered 
4/1 on any of Frankel’s off¬ 
spring winning a British 
Classic race, which are the 
top races in the country and 
represent the pinnacle of a 
horse’s achievements. 

Jon Ivan-Duke, spokesman 
for William Hill, said: “Fran¬ 
kel was just so popular that 
it generates interest in these 
races so far in advance. 

“It is kind of unprecedent¬ 
ed.” 

The offspring of Frankel 
have been hotly anticipated 
throughout the racing world 
after the superstar horse 
ended his career unbeaten 
by taking his 14th victory at 
Ascot in 2012. 

He now stands at Banstead 
Manor Stud, in Cheveley, 
the European headquarters 
of Prince Khalid Abdullah’s 
Juddmonte Farms, where 
he commands a stud fee of 


£125,000 a time. 

Since starting his season 
on Valentine’s Day last year, 
Frankel has covered 133 
mares, of which 126 have 
been scanned in foal. 

Dual group-winning mare 
Chrysanthemum gave birth 
to the bay colt at 8.30pm on 
January 11, at Coolmore Stud 
in Ireland. 

The news of his first foal 
was met with great delight 
by staff at Juddmonte Farms 
who reported the foal is “a 
handsome colt with a good 
head, a white blaze and great 
presence”.

Philip Mitchell, general 
manager, said: “From the 
reports that I have received 
Frankel’s first foal is every¬ 
thing we could have hoped 
for.

In a moving twist, the new¬ 
born foal will share a birth¬ 
day with the late Sir Henry 
Cecil, who trained Frankel at 
Warren Place yard, in New¬ 
market. 

After earning a reported 
£15 million for his first sea¬ 
son as a sire, it is thought 
Frankel’s breeding career 
could reap a total of more 
than £100 million. 

In December, a mare in 
foal to Frankel called Danc¬ 
ing Rain fetched £4.2 million 
at the Tattersalls, in New¬ 
market.

Lasers shone at 
planes ‘putting 
lives at risk’ 


FLIGHTS are being targeted 
by a laser light as they fly over 
the region - putting lives at 
risk. 

The light was shone at the 
cabin of a passenger airliner 
on January 3 as it flew over 
the Burwell and Swaffham 
Prior area on its way from 
Amsterdam to Cambridge 
Airport. 

Police have now issued a 
stark warning after an in¬ 
crease in similar incidents. 

These include a laser ‘at¬ 
tack’ on an executive jet from 
Marshall’s airfield on Decem¬ 
ber 7, 2013, and two occa¬ 
sions where the East of Eng¬ 
land Air Ambulance has been 
targeted - on October 28 and 
29 of the same year. 

The beam from a laser can 
light up the cockpit of an

aircraft and dazzle the pilot, 
causing temporary blindness 
and putting the crew and 
passengers at risk. 

Terry Holloway, group sup¬ 
port executive at Marshal, 
said: “This is a very stupid 
thing to do and I know that 
the police are very keen on 
catching and prosecuting an¬ 
yone who does this and that 
the courts take a tough line. 

“Passenger airliners are at 
less risk because they are fly¬ 
ing quite high and have two 
pilots but it is the police heli¬ 
copters and air ambulances 
that are more vulnerable as 
they fly at about 500ft.” 

A spokesman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Constabulary 
said: “There has been an in¬ 


crease in reported incidents 
over the last month of a green 
laser light being shone at air¬ 
craft flying over the Burwell 
and Swaffham Prior area. 

“This is very dangerous as 
it can impair visibility for air¬ 
craft pilots and lead to poten¬ 
tially serious outcomes. 

“Any person found guilty 
will face a large fine and/or 
imprisonment. 

“The police will be con¬ 
ducting patrols in the area 
with the aim of preventing 
and detecting any further of¬ 
fences. 

“Please be vigilant and if 
you see anyone engaging in 
this type of behaviour please 
give us a call.”

CHOOSING a wedding gift for a 
friend or relative can often be a 
dilemma, but new research high¬ 
lights how this is changing amid 
a trend of couples asking for 
money not presents, writes Vicky 
Shaw. 

It might not be prime wedding 
season at the moment, but the 
winter months are an increas¬ 
ingly popular time for couples to 
say ‘I do’. 

In fact, not long ago, I attended 
the wedding of two friends. It was 
a perfect, if chilly, day and it was 
much enjoyed by all - not much 
out of the ordinary there. But 
one aspect of the wedding was, 
for me, a bit more unusual - the 
bride and groom requested cash 
contributions from their guests, 
instead of having the standard 
list of presents. 

After a bit of investigation 
though, I soon discovered that 
my friends were not alone in their 
decision, with recent research 
showing the traditional wedding 
gift list is generally slipping into 
decline in favour of cash. 

A survey, by the Financial Ser¬ 
vices Compensation Scheme 
(FSCS), found that one fifth 
(21%) of over 500 people in the 
UK who’d tied the knot in the 
last five years had asked guests 
to choose a present from a wed¬ 
ding list, but a substantial 40% 
requested money towards the 


cost of something. 

Almost one quarter (23%) used 
that cash towards the cost of the 
wedding itself, or the honey¬ 
moon, and one in 14 wanted to 
put the money towards buying 
a house or make a donation to 
charity.

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Fast-tracking to a 
racing supremacy 


Rob Huff is the schoolboy who dreamed of 
being a racing driver when he grew up - then 
made that dream come true. 

Alice Ryan meets him to talk about the highs 
and lows of life on the racetrack 



When 


R ACING driver Rob Huff 
is the first to admit he’s 
a lucky man. “The fact 
someone pays me to do the 
thing I love most in the world - 
to drive - still seems incredible 
when I stop and think about 
it,” he grins. 

“To make a living from 
something you absolutely 
adore... Genuinely, what 
could be better than that?” 

Motorsport - both Rob’s 
profession and his lifelong 
passion - is, he concedes, 
a fickle mistress. But, at the 
moment at least, she’s being 
kind. 

“There are massive highs - 
like winning the World Touring 
Car Championship, which was 
my ultimate dream come true 
- but there are also huge lows,” 
explains Rob. 

“2012 was an amazing year: 

I won the championship, 
got married... and then 
Chevrolet, who I’d been 
driving with for eight years, 


announced they were pulling 
out, stopping altogether. 

“I went on honeymoon with 
no job, no plans, no sponsor; 
with nothing at all. That’s 
where motorsport can be 
heartbreaking.” 

Having just signed a two- 
year contract with Lada Sport 
- two-year contracts being rare 
and wonderful things in the 
world of motor racing; usually 
deals are renegotiated every 
12 months - it’s safe to say Rob 
has bounced back. 

“Yeah, it’s all looking good. 
My wife las is out looking at 
holiday brochures right now: 

I was such a miserable sod on 
our honeymoon, she thinks 
she deserves another one! Not 
that I blame her, mind you .. 

There has been something 
of the fairytale about Rob’s 
story from the outset: just 
how does a perfectly ordinary 
Cambridge schoolboy grow up 
to become one of the world’s 
most garlanded touring car 


drivers? “Ah, well, that’s a 
long story,” says Rob. “Do you 
want another coffee?” 

Sitting in a Newmarket cafe 
- just up the road from the 
home he now shares with fas 
in Red Lodge - Rob tells the 
tale from the beginning, when 
he was just a ‘wee lad’... 

“I was attracted to anything 
with wheels or an engine,” 
remembers the 34-year- 
old. “From as early as I can 
remember, I wanted remote 
control cars for Christmas and 
birthdays. And the racing side 
of it came from my dad, who’s 
a huge motorsport fan.” 


Rob turned 14, his parents 
bought him an early driver’s 
lesson: “I went to Brands 
Hatch and got to drive a 
grey Ford Escort XR3i -1 still 
remember that car! - and I 
thought it was the best day of 
my life. 

“Concentration didn’t come 
so easily in the classroom, yet 
in a car I was totally focused.” 

But it was Rob’s flare in a 
go-kart that first made him 
stand out on the race track. 
Taking a one-day course aged 
10 - another present from his 
parents - Rob was identified as 
having natural talent: “The guy 


who was leading the course 
took my dad to one side and 
said ‘Your boy might have 
something’.. 

By the age of 16, Rob had 
his own kart and was racing 
whenever and wherever he 
could, even doing endurance 
challenges. His talent was 
spotted by a karting team, who 
paid him to drive for them. 

“My birthday is on 
Christmas Day, not the best 
time of year for a birthday 
really, but it did mean that I 
got some amazing two-in-one 
presents growing up,” says 
Rob, picking up the story. 

“For my 18th it was a week- 
long intensive driving course 
at Silverstone, where we 
learned about all the different 
disciplines and things like 
racing lines, how to brake.. 

The course culminated 
in two races between all the 
‘racing virgins’: one was in 
a single seater, the other in 
a saloon car - and Rob won 
them both. 

“You can teach someone to 
drive fast, but you can’t teach 
them to race: that’s instinctive, 
you’ve either got it or you 
haven’t. You have to be able 
to make instant decisions 
without even being conscious 
that you’re making a decision, 
if that makes sense? It’s a sixth 
sense, if you like.” 


It was clear Rob had 
enormous potential. “I always 
dreamed of being a racing 
driver, but that’s what it was 
- a dream. I come from a 
very down-to-earth family; I 
don’t think it crossed any of 
our minds at that point that 
I could make a career out of 
driving.” 

Rob was nevertheless 
keen to pursue the sport. But 
without a clear pathway laid 
out, it was hard to know how 
to take it to the next level. 

“It’s not like football or 
tennis, where you can go out 
and get yourself the best kit 
for a hundred quid, then put 
yourself in the right place to 
get spotted.” 

This is where the fairytale 
element kicks in. The course 
Rob excelled on was run by fim 
Russell Racing School, which 
leads driving courses across 
the globe. At the end of the 
season, all the course leaders 
were asked to nominate 
their three best pupils - and 
invite them to compete in 
a knockout challenge at 
Silverstone, with the top prize 
being a fully-funded season in 
the Formula Vauxhall junior 
Championship. 

You can guess what 
happened next. “That was 
the next ‘best day of my life’,” 
remembers Rob. “It was a bit 
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like The X Factor - they kept 
us waiting for what felt like an 
eternity before telling us who’d 
won.” 

Rob’s debut season, in 
2000, was a triumph: “It 
was fantastic: I won the 
championship. But then it was 
a case of‘Where next?’... 

“That’s where my mum and 
dad’s kitchen table came into 
things: whenever we need to 
come up with a plan, we get 
round that table.” 

The plan was a big one: to 
put Rob into the single-seater 
Audi Winter Series, as it was 
known then. “It was a big deal 
because it cost a lot of money 

- £12,000,1 think it was. My 
mum paid for me to do it. She 
said it was an investment; as it 
turns out, it was a pretty good 
one.” 

Going from the Vauxhall 
(‘which was basically like a 
canoe on wheels’) to the Audi 
(‘400 horse power, so properly 
quick’), Rob wasn’t expecting 
to excel - it was, by any 
standards, a big leap. Yet he 
finished the series in third. 

“Literally 99 per cent of little 
boys who want to grow up to 
be racing drivers want to go 
into Formula One, but for me 
it was always about touring 
cars.” 

Rob and his family decided 
to take a gamble, entering 
him in the Formula Renault 
series - which came with a 
£150,000 price tag. Thanks 
to sponsorship from local 
companies and the generosity 
of family and friends, the Huffs 
raised half the money: “We 
went into the season knowing 
we didn’t have the full budget. 

.. so the money ran out: it was 
back to the kitchen table.” 

But then Rob had another 
stroke of luck: his sister 
spotted an ad inviting budding 
drivers to apply for another 
scholarship, this time with a 
season in a Renault Clio up for 
grabs. 

“The first time I raced 
the Renault I knew it was 
going to be good for me. I’d 
won a championship in a 
single seater; I was fast. But 
I always felt I was pushing 
the boundaries a bit. With 
the Clio, I just felt an instant 
connection.” 

Winning the scholarship, 
Rob went up against seasoned 
pros in the Clio: “Here I was, 22 
years old and new to the game, 
racing against people who’d 
been doing it for 10,15 years. 

.He ended the season in 
third - but yet again, with the 
scholarship at an end, without 
financial backing. 

Appointed a mentor - ex- 
F1 driver Howden Ganley 

- by the British Racing 


Drivers’ Club, Rob was advised 
to take part in the inaugural 
Seat Cupra Cup: being new 
and shiny, it was televised 
(presented by Jason Plato 
and Nell McAndrew, no less) 
and would undoubtedly raise 
his profile. Again drumming 
up sponsorship from local 
businesses, including 
Marshalls, Rob managed to 
pull together the funds. 

“I knew if I didn’t win, that 
was it; I knew it was make 
or break. Every morning, 
throughout 2003,1 woke up 
and told myself‘I’m going to 
do this. I’m going to win’.” And 
win he did. 

The win was his ticket 
to the British Touring Car 
Championship - just one rung 
down the ladder from his 
ultimate goal, World Touring 
Cars. And when the Chevrolet 
team, headed by Ray Mallock, 
took on World Touring Cars 
the following season, Rob went 
with them. 

“That was the start of 
eight fantastic years for me. 

I travelled all over the world, 
went to some amazing places, 
and my career became real, if 
you know what I mean? 

“I finished my first season 
in 27th, went up to 16th, then 
11th, then 9th. And then, 
in 2011, Host out on the 
championship by three points: 
430 to 433. Shaking the other 
guy’s hand was one of the 
hardest things I’ve ever had 
to do. 


there three times, and won a 
record six races outright. It’s 
my favourite track.” 

The celebrations continued 
with Rob’s wedding to Jas. 

The couple grew up less than 
a mile apart, in the village of 
Stapleford, but didn’t meet 
until seven years ago, while on 
a night out at Newmarket club 
De Niro’s. 

“Honestly, what with 
the championship and the 
wedding, 2012 was the perfect 
year - until the bombshell 
dropped about Chevrolet. I 
spent most of our honeymoon 
in Mauritius checking my 
emails and making calls, and 
then, four days from the end, 

I got a call from Munnich 
Motorsport.” And so Rob 
found himself back in the 
Seat Leon for a season, before 
signing his new two-year deal 
with Lada Sport. 

Along with his parents, sister 
and friends, Rob says Jas has 
been a huge source of support. 
But Mrs Huff admits there 
are times when she worries: 
“The first race I ever watched 
was in Mexico. We’d only been 
together a few months. Rob 
had a really bad accident and 
had to be air-lifted away... 

It wasn’t the best start! But 
he’s so calm and confident, it 
reassures me.” 

“If there’s one piece of advice 
I’d give anyone out there who’s 
got a dream - whether they 
want to be a racing driver or 
anything else - it would be

ETC 
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Poirot 

is alive! 


THE really crucial thing is: who would win in a 
battle between Poirot and Sherlock? 

It's obviously the question you're all desperate 
to know the answer to, so I couldn't help but 
ask BAFTA-nominated Robert Powell, the man 
playing the inquiring, moustachioed Hercule 
Poirot in Black Coffee at the Cambridge Arts 
Theatre this week. 

The play, Agatha Christie's one and only 
revolving around Poirot, is finally returning after 
a 30-year hiatus and features: the Belgian super¬ 
sleuth, a rambling country estate, an eccentric 
murder victim (an inventor by the name of Sir 
Claude Amory), and intellectual property theft. 

Exciting news, no? But seriously, who would 
win: the cap or the tache? Sherlock the 
'high functioning sociopath', or the probing, 
painstaking Poirot? 

"They're completely different," says Powell 
diplomatically. "With Holmes it is almost entirely 
done by deduction, Poirot is much more of a 
psychoanalyst. He is much better with people 
and this is how he gets results. He understands 
people very, very well and he likes them so he 
can get to the truth by knowing which questions 
to ask. 

"It's not so much the observation of 
somebody's occupation by detecting ink marks 
on their shirt cuffs; that's not really Poirot." 

Best known for playing Jesus in Franco 
Zefferelli's Jesus of Nazareth, Powell has just 
completed a stint in Singin' in the Rain at the 
Palace Theatre ("It was huge fun") and, as we 
speak, is in a taxi, breaking off occasionally to 
politely shout directions at the driver ("LEFT! 
There's a level crossing!"). 

His current role as the powerfully inquisitive 
murder-mystery solver comes in the wake of the 
television series, which ended David Suchet's 
reign as Poirot in November after a hefty 25 
years. 

Suchet first took charge of the irascible 
detective in 1989, going on to film every book 


Christie ever wrote about him, and, as the final 
episode drew near, told the BBC: "It's grieving. 
I'm saying goodbye to a character I've been and 
have got to know over 25 years. . . it's goodbye 
to a best friend," adding: "But everything has its 
time and this is the right time, there are no more 
Agatha Christie films to make. So that's it." 

While there might not be any TV films left 
to make, it turns out the Agatha Christie Trust 
had sneakily held back the one play Christie 
wrote with Poirot as the protagonist, Black 
Coffee. 

"They'd held it back for 30 years, purely and 
simply because they didn't want to do it while 
the television [show] was on," Powell explains. 
"It would not be in competition, so to speak, 
but it would be distracting." 

Once it had been announced that David was 
stripping off the moustache and hanging up his 
notebook, the trust released the play to rights- 
holder Bill Kenwright, who swiftly approached 
Powell to take on the mantle. 

"After a little bit of thought. . ." says Powell, 
pausing: "I didn't really know Christie at all - 
I'd read the play, a lot of fun - it seemed like a 
nice proposition. There was no theatre Poirot, 
so I thought, why not me?" 

With the character so recognisably Suchet 
though - the two are intermingled to a point 
where it's difficult to untangle one from the 
other - how will Powell's interpretation and 
incarnation of Poirot differ? 

"Oh it's completely different because it's me. 
It's a simple as that," he says firmly. "I have 
the same moustache, but all performances of 
Hamlet are different even though the actor is 
saying the same lines. It is different because 
the actor playing it is different from the one 
who played it before. Every actor, when 
playing a part, will bring to it who they are and 
what they do, and that's just how it works."

JACK RYAN: SHADOW RECRUIT 

certificate 12A, 1h45m 

DEDICATED to the memory 
of Tom Clancy who died in 
October, Jack Ryan: Shadow 
Recruit is an old-fashioned 
espionage thriller which 
revives the writer's most 
popular fictional character. 

Unlike its predecessors 
(The Hunt For Red October, 
Patriot Games, Clear 
And Present Danger or 
The Sum Of AH Fears), 

Kenneth Branagh's film is 
not adapted from a specific 
book in the series. Instead, 
scriptwriters Adam Cozad 
and David Koepp transplant 
the eponymous CIA 
operative into a modern-day 
terrorist scenario to lay the 
foundations for a new big 
screen franchise. 

The film opens with footage 
of the September 11 attacks 
and then jumps forwards 
two years to the conflict in 
Afghanistan where enemy 
forces shoot down a US 
Marine Corps helicopter. On 
board is Second Lieutenant 
Jack Ryan (Chris Pine), who 
incurs massive damage to his 
spine. 

Thanks to encouragement 
from medical student Cathy 


Muller (Keira Knightley), 

Ryan learns to walk again 
and fatherly CIA agent 
William Harper (Kevin 
Costner) encourages him 
to return to university to 
complete his economics 
degree. 

A decade later Ryan is 
married to Cathy and firmly 
in the CIA fold, looking for 
irregularities in overseas 
finance transactions that 
could tip the wink to future 
terrorist activity. Recent 
findings suggest an imminent 
strike that could cripple the 
US economy but he has no 
way to verify his data from 
the confines of a desk. 


So Handler promotes Ryan 
to field agent and dispatches 
him to Moscow to follow 
up on his hunch. While in 
Russia he meets an enigmatic 
businessman called Viktor 
Cherevin (Kenneth Branagh), 
who seems to be at the 
centre of the diabolical plot. 

Jack Ryan: Shadow Recruit 
is solid, undemanding 
popcorn entertainment 
that doesn't deviate from a 
well-worn path. It's solid, 
bombastic entertainment, 
punctuated by outrageous, 
briskly edited action 
sequences that owe a sizeable 
debt to The Bourne Identity 
and its influential sequels.

Keep watch out 

for garden birds 



THERE’S never really an excuse for not 
having a bird feeder standing in your 
garden. But with the RSPB’s Big Garden 
Birdwatch taking place on Saturday 
and Sunday, there is no better time to 
invest in a bird feeder, or two, to keep 
our feathered friends happy during the 
winter and beyond. 

There's a plethora of bird feeders on 
sale, but the RSPB advises keeping in 
mind some general rules when buying 
one. 

Hanging feeders should be simple 
designs so they are easy to clean. 

Feeders with cages around the 
feeding area or with squirrel guards are 
best to prevent squirrel problems. Metal 
varieties tend to be more squirrel- 
resistant. 

Also, ensure there are no moving parts 
which could trap birds' feet, make sure 
the products can drain easily, and avoid 
using mesh bags to house fat balls, 
because birds' feet can also become 
trapped in those. 

Henry Corbett, Solus Garden & 
Leisure's head of gardening brands, 
says: "One of the most important 


considerations should be that the bird 
feeder is suitable for the type of food 
it's going to hold. 

"For example, seed mixes need a 
specialist seed feeder. Most suppliers 
will sell specific feed designed for 
individual species such as blackbirds, 
robins and blue tits, so ensure you have 
the right feeder for the feed you intend 
to use. 

"Robins and blackbirds are ground 
feeding birds and require surface 
feeders. Other birds, such as blue tits, 
cling on hanging feeders. 

He also advises gardeners to hang 
feeders away from trees and walls to 
avoid giving cats easy access to birds, 
preferably on metal poles that the cat 
can't climb up or jump on to. 

"Finally, don't forget feeding is a year- 
round requirement. If you start feeding 
the birds in your garden, don't stop - 
birds become reliant on your help.'' 

Here're just a few of the best feeders 
on the market: 

■ Feed your garden visitors with a 
quirky ceramic bird feeder from Suttons 
which features a mixed floral design and

■ Protect your bird feed from pests 
while bringing classic style into the 
garden, with a ChapelWood antique 
bird feeder. Made from hardwearing 
steel, each high capacity feeder features 
an integral tube, surrounded by an 
ornate anti-squirrel cage. 

Embellished with floral details and a 
pre-weathered finish, the feeders are 
available in either dark verdigris or light 
cream. Each design can be bought as a 
peanut and sunflower feeder or a seed

■ If you want a feeder which fits into a 
rural setting, check out another design 
from Suttons. 

It's a hanging willow feeder complete 
with roof to keep the contents dry.

■ Children will love this ChapelWood 
Robin Fun Feeder, pictured above, 
(£7.99). It's ideal for use with sunflower 
hearts, black sunflowers and peanuts. 
Made from painted metal mesh it is 
designed to attract a wild variety of 
birds to the garden. 

■ Pretty, practical and fun, the 
terracotta acorn bird feeder from 
the RSPB is frost-resistant with three 
feeding holes. Hang it from a tree 
or feeding station and fill it with 
mealworms or seeds to attract the birds.

■ Want to keep squirrels at bay but 
keep the birds coming? Take a look 
at the Guardian large seed feeder 
pack from CJ Wildlife (£37.95, www.

with six portals on which birds can 
perch, surrounded by a sturdy cage to 
keep squirrels out. 

■ For smaller birds, consider the 
RSPB-recommended Helix Seed 
Feeder (£34.99, www.rspb.org.uk), 
an attractive feeder housed within a 
sturdy stainless steel frame, offering 
safe feeding for smaller birds with high 
squirrel resistance. 

■ An elegant arched station rather 
like an obelisk, which has bird feeders 
hanging from it, is available from 
Harrod Horticultural. 

Available in galvanised and matt 
black powder coated steel framework, 
it comes with a 10 year guarantee. 

Up to three feeders can be hung on 
the squirrel-proof fixing hooks which 
stop feeders being unhooked and 
thrown to the ground. (£59, www.

Blasbery is pressed for 
success with big crown 


JACKIE Blasbery and Jenny 
Hunter have tasted glory at the 
Commonwealth Powerlifting 
Championships in New Zealand. 

Newmarket lifter Blasbery 
took gold in the women's under- 
84kg equipped and unequipped 
sections in the Masters 2 category 
in Auckland to add to the world 
title she retained last year. 

Blasbery lifted 130kg in the 
squab 82.5kg on the bench press 
and 165kg in the dead lift for a 
total of 377.5kg in the unequipped 
class before hitting 152.5kg 
(squat), 105kg (bench) and 180kg 
(dead lift) for an overall of 437.5kg 
in the equipped section. 

Meanwhile, her training partner 


Hunter came out on top in the 
women's Masters 2 division at 
under-52kg in the equipped 
section with respective scores of 
110kg, 77.5kg and 155kg in the 
squat, bench press and dead lift 
for a total of 342.5 kg. 

But the Cambridge lifter had 
to settle for silver in the under- 
57kg unequipped category behind 
Australia's Helen Allen, despite 
lifting an overall score of 292.5kg 
(85kg squat, 70kg bench and 
130kg dead lift). 

It follows the pair's success at 
the World Masters Championships 
in Orlando last autumn in the 
women's over-50 class at under- 
84kg and under-52kg respectively.

Drivers aiming for 
victorious Rolex 24 


OLIVER Jarvis and Rob Huff will be looking to get 
2014 off to a perfect start at the Rolex 24. 

The Newmarket drivers will be racing in different 
classes at Daytona this weekend, with Jarvis look¬ 
ing for a second consecutive triumph in the GT 
category following his debut win last year. 

Huff will drive an Oreca FML09 LMPC in the Pro¬ 
totype Challenge class for 8Star Motorsports with 
Tom Kimber-Smith and Enzo Potolicchio. 

Jarvis will be driving for the Fall-Line team with 
Charlie Putnam, Charles Esplenlaub, and James 
Walker in an Audi R8 LMS (GTD). 

“It’s great to be heading back to Daytona to try to 
repeat the win we achieved last year,” he said. 



“I’m thrilled to be invited back as part of 
Audi’s customer racing programme.” 

At the recent Roar before the 24 test, 
Jarvis and his team recorded the 16th 
fastest time in the GTD class, less than a 
second adrift of the leading car. 

“The level this year is extremely high 
and there are at least 15 cars in our 
class capable of fighting for the class 
win,” he added. 

Huff, who will also contest this year’s 
World Touring Car Championship, with 
Lada Sport Lukoil, said: “I’m excited to be 
making my 24 Hours of Daytona debut. 


“The limited experience I gained 
during the Roar test was enough to whet 
my appetite and I can’t wait to get be¬ 
hind the wheel of 8Star Motorsports’ 
prototype.” 

The Rolex 24 is run on a 3.56-mile 
track which combines the NASCAR 
tri-oval and an infield section. Most 
parts of the steep banking are in¬ 
cluded, with a chicane on the back 
straight and a fast infield section. 
Qualifying takes place on Friday, 
with the race starting on Saturday at 
7.30pm (UK time).
